Bacon has corcentrated 
food value in the highest degree and 
is better adapted for shipping than 
any other kind of meat. 

The “Wiltshire side,” which is the 
trade name for half « split hog dres- 
sed, with backbone removed and 
ready for slfipment, has only 7 per 
cent. bone as compared with 20 per 
bone 


cent. in dressed beef, 20 per 
cent, in’ mutton and -25 per cent. in 
veal. Thus it is readily apparent 
that, with occan tonnage at a pre- 


mium, bacdn is especially desifable 
for shipment” overseas.

Dear Mr, Editor, 


Dear Sir:—Kindly allow me to answer 
the gentleman’s letter that appeared 
‘in your issue of Jan. 3oth, written in 
answer to my ‘letter of the week pre- 
vious. I don’t think” he could have 
tead the article very carefully, other- 
wise he would have seen the many 
Scripture proofs that I brought forth: 
proving that man is a soul and the 
soul is immortal. Will the gentleman 
kindly read it again; maybe he will 
understand it better. 

Note he says, according to the high- 
est. of human instincts and intuitions 
we have always believed that the body 
was only the house of the soul and 
that only the body died.

(Note human thoughts in- 
stead of what God's. Word says.) What 
did God give to man?

Gen. 2:7, “And the Lord God formed 
man of the dust of the ground and 
breathed into his nostrils the breath of 
life” (or the spirit of life); then in Ps. 
104:29, “Thou takest’ away their breath 
they die and return to their dust.” 
What goes to God who gave it? We 
answer, the breath or spirit of life. 
This,does not prove that the soul is 
immortal. Are we going to believe 
God’s word—-Ye shall surely die, or the 
lie Satan told Mother Eve, “ye shall 
not surely die (Gen. 3:1-5), that when 
you die ‘you_will be more. alive, than 
ever. 

Who is immortal? The Bible answers 
(1 Tim.6:16) “God only hath immor- 
tality.” There is a wide distinction. 
between man in general and one who/| 
has become a real Christian. In 2 Tim. 
2:15, we read “Study to shew thyself 
approved unto God, a workman that 
needeth not to be ashamed, rightly 
dividing the word of truth.” One line 


of Scripture applies to men in general 
and another applies to the real follow- 
ers of Christ. ; 

The New Testament speaks of im- 
mortality as a promised reward, not 
an inherent quality. It is the greatest 
rewatd that God has to bestow upon 
his creatures who love and serve him. 
To the Christian St. Paul says, “Seek 
ye immortality” (Romans 2:7). A 
man does not seek for that which he 
already possesses. Again, “This mortal 
must put on immortality” (1 Cor. 
15.53). If man already possessed im- 
mortality he would not be looking for- 
ward to the future when he would re- 
ceive that which he already possesses. 
These Scriptures have no reference to 
the world, but to Christians only. The 
world of mankind will never possess the 
quality of immortality. To the church 
the promise is made, “Be thou faithful 
unto ‘death and I will give thee the 
‘crown of life—the highest element of 
life, immortality” (Rev. 2:10). 

The Dead Unconscious © 

We have shown that man is a soul, 
that man-soul is subject to death; that 
it would be impossible for a dead soul 
or being to be conscious. while dead. 
Now, we offer some corroborative scrip- 
tural proof establishing this fact be- 


yond the question of a doubt, and we’ 


believe to the complete satisfaction of 
every one who believes the Bible. 
Without Memory 
When a man dies, according to the 
Bible, he ceases to remember, nor can 
he give praise to God, for in death 
there is no remembrance of thee; in 
the grave who shall give thee thanks? 
(Psalms 6:5). Wilt thou shew. won- 
ders’ to the dead? Shall thy loving 
kindness be declared in the grave or 
thy faithfulness in destruction? (Ps. 
88: 10, 12).. If these Scriptures be true 
then the dead could not be conscious. 
, Speak Not 
They also\cease speaking. “The dead 
praise not the Lord, neither any that 
go down into silence” (Psalms, 115:17). 
Neither Breathe, Think, Feel 
They. also stop breathing, thinking 
and feeling. “Thou takest_away their 
breath, they die and return to the 
dust (Psa. 104:29).. “His breath goeth 
forth, he returneth to the earth in that 
very day his thoughts perish (Psa. 
146:4). 
Ceases to Hate 


We must keep in mind that the Bible |: 


is the authority by which these ques- 
tions shall be settled, and mere theory 
and conjecture should not be tolerated. 
Then let us have some: more Bible 
peop y . ‘uon!sodoid ay} uodn jooid 
man ceases to love, ceases to hate, and 
ceases to envy (Eccles. 9:6). Further- 
more, the Scriptures clearly state that 
he knows not anything (Eccles. 9:50). 
The dead stop working, there is no 
more device and no more. scheming. 
Whatsoever thy hand findeth to do, do 
it with thy might; for there is no work 
nor device nor knowledge nor wisdom 
in the grave whither thou  goest 
(Eccles. 9:10). ¥ 

I submit that when a man reaches 
the point where he cannot: remember, 
cannot give thanks, cannot speak, can- 
not breathe, does not think, has no 
feeling, neither loves, hates or envies, 
does not work and knows not anything, 
he must be actually and completely 
dead, therefore unconscious.

(1 Cor. 15:6). Again, “I would not have 
you ignorant, brethren, concerning them 
that are asleep. Them that sleep in 
Jesus God will bring forth by Jesus at 
the resurrection (1 Thess. 4: 3-14). 


Sleeping Unconscious 


Who ever heard of one. sleeping 
soundly and being conscious at the 
same time? Sleep means suspension 
of the voluntary exercise of. the func- 
tions of the body and mind. Sleep is 
used as a symbol of death. The reality 
is more pronounced than the symbol, 
If the symbol represents unconscious- 
ness, the reality’ does even more so, 

The death sleep is so absolutely a 
period. of unconsciousness, that the 
awakening one will have no knowledge 
of the lapse.of time or the transpiring 
of events. Now, we will prove the 
truth of this statement by the Lord 
Jesus’ own testimony. In John, 11th 
chap. v..1 to 44, we find this proof, 
which we paraphrase: Lazarus lived 
with his two sisters at Bethany. Jesus 
was often entertained-at this home and 
taught the members of the household. 
Lazarus becamé sick. Word was sent 
to Jesus of Lazarus’ illhess, but. after 
he heard it Jesus remained in the same 
for two days longer. He was preparing 
to teach mankind a great lesson con- 
cerning the dead and how they. shall 
be awakened out of the sleep of death. 
At the end of the two. days, speaking 
to his disciples he said, “Our friend 
Lazarus sleepeth.” His disciples re- 
plied, “‘Lord,..if. h¢ sleepeth he doeth 
well.” Jesus spake of his death, but 
they thought he’ had spoken of taking 
rest in’sleep. Then said Jesus unto 
them plainly, “‘Lazarus is dead.” 
Thomas suggested that they go _ to 
Bethany at once. Jesus and his dis- 
ciples went.e Atriving at Bethany they 
found that Lazarus had been dead and 
buried for four days. Jesus here per- 
formed a great miracle, which testified 
in. no uncertain terms as to the ‘con- 
dition of the dead, and proves beyond 
all’ doubt that the dead are wholly’ un- 
conscious until the awakening to the 
resurrection. Mark what he did—he did 


not call Lazarus out of heaven, nor out |- 


of purgatory, nor a lake of fire and 
brimstone, but after giving thanks to 
God he went to the grave, which was 
a cave in the hillside, and cried with a 
loud voice, “Lazarus, come forth, and 
the dead-came forth.” And in John 
5:23, says, “Marvel not at this, for the 
hour is coming: in which all that are in 
the graves shall hear his voice.” 

Let my friend answer this question 
if he will: If Lazarus was at all con- 
scious during the four days that he 
was dead and in the .grave, why is 
there not some proof of it somewhere 
to be found in the Bible? Jesus was 
here showing how the dead are to be 
awakened out of the sleep of death. ‘It 
was of the greatest importance, if Laz- 
arus had been conscious, that some 
proof of that fact might have been re- 
corded. The fact that nothing is said 
about his being conscious, taken in 
conjunction with numerous other Scrip- 
tures that show that the dead are 
wholly unconscious, is conclusive proof 
that Lazarus wqgs unconscious for four 
days while dead and likewise conclusive 
proof that all the dead are unconscious 
until the moment—of pwakening.

Department of Agriculture Has 
Many Useful Hints for 
Farmers 


«Grain. rusts are the cause of very 
heavy losses every year throughout 
the. grain growing districts of the 
Dominion. Black or stem rust is 
the most destructive of all in Cana- 
da, as it chictly affects the wheat 
crop; but it also affects oats, barley 
and rye. 

; A display card showing the rust 
in its various stages and instructive 
bulletins have been issued from Ot- 


tawa .by authority of Hon. Martin 
Burrell, Dominion minister of agri- 
culture. Copies of the’ bulletin can 


be obtained from the Dominicn de- 
partment of agriculture. ° 
Abbreviated, the bulletin reads as 
follows: ‘ : 
Avoid wet land or provide thor- 
ough drainage which increases vigor 
and yield. Vigorous plants are less 
liable to attack. , 
The careful operation of. the seed 
bed is an important consideration; a 
warm, well ventilated soil, with even 
smeoth surface encourages uniform 
germination, increases the ‘oot sys- 
tem, aids rapid growth and - early 
maturity. Any cultural method that 
tends to increase vigor and strong 
growth will ‘essen losses from rust. 
_Crop rotation increases vigor and 
yield of all crops. Continuous wheat 
cropping produces weedy — farms, 
wasted soil fertility and javors dis- 
ease. 
_ Weeds impoverish soil. iinpover- 
ished soil is undesirable’ for any 
crop. : 
All seeds must be treated for smut,

The submarine warfare has gradu- 
ally taken on a new phase since the 
wintry weather set in. Submarines of 
the so-called cruiser type now are 
doing most, of the sinkings, while 
subinarines apparently 
;are confining their work largely to 
mine laying. 

The reason for this  shiftin of 
German technique is .that small sub- 
marines are not good surface craft 
in. stormy seas, while the~ cruiser 
type has proved wonderfully  sea- 
! worthy, being actually more manage- 
able than the modern torpedo boat 
destroyer in heavy weather. These 
‘cruiser submarines carry two 5.9 
guns and 16 torpedoes and can _ re- 
jain at sea six weeks. © The Ger- 
mans have built a considerable num- 
ber of these super-submarines since 
the first one “visited American wat- 
lers, but so many. of them have been 
lost that there are now not more 
than seven or eight operating. These, 
however, are manned by the pick .of 
the whole German navy, and their 
power for harm may be judged from 
the fact that these seven or eight 
vessels Are sable>to “keep tip ’uch a 
heavy toll of sinkings among allied 
shipping. 

A considerable proportion .of the 
sinkings have ‘been accomp- 
lished by gunfire. The cruiser subma- 
rine guns no longer are of the old 
type, which folded into the body of 
the craft when it submerged and had 
to be unfolded before a U-boat. could 
get into action. The new guns are 
of a species known technically as 
“wet guns,” being constructed of ma- 
terial which sea water does no harm. 
They’ are mounted on _ stationary 
platforms. Therefore, they are al 
ways ready and can be fired the in- 
Stant the deck of an emerging boat 
is above water. -

WHILE MILITARY PARTY SUPREME 


#0 RELIANCE CAN BE PLACED ON ENEMY’S WORD 


Peace With German Government Would Not Be Worth a Scrap 
Of Paper, as Officialdom Has Not Changed Since 1914, When 
Sacred Treaties and International Law were Disregarded

Tageblatt that the industrial’ regions 
of Poland are to besannexed to’ Prus- 
sia is a significant commentary” on 
the attitude of mind of the German 
rulers.

The Russians who believed in 
Germany’s good faith are now be- 
ginning to realize that the German 
government and the Russian democ- 
Tacy- are as far. apart as the poles, 
and can never arrive at a peace that 
will ‘realize Russian aims. Germany 
is out for plunder, and wil! not re- 
linquish her hold on the industrial 
regions of Poland until forced to do 
so by a superior military , ower. It

-gotiations with the Bolsheviki gov- 
ernment. That is why the German 
governinent has refused to state her

controller that pork will win \ the 


war. From thet same source we learn 
that wheat will win the war. Gar- 
bage now has qualified as one of the 
“fifty-seven varieties” that will win 
the war. ‘ 

Garbage, when properly fed to 
swine, will do. more to increase pork 
production, and at the same. time 
save larger quantities of corn and 
other feed that should be diverted to 
human consumption, than any other 
one tactor. 

Garbage, like many other good 
things has been misunderstood and 
its rightful place in the economy of 
pork production has . been greatly 
minimized. ‘ 

A ton of garbage will preduce a 
hundred pounds of pork that is as 
clean, sweet and good as can be pro- 


duced by corn, alfalfa, tankage, bar- : 


ley or other accepted swine feed. 
The garbage problem in the city is 
a weighty Oti¢.’ Millions of dollars 
annually are being spent by munf- 
cipalities in handling city yarbage. 
| Most of this garbage should be used 
to produce good, clean pork, and 
this can be done, when people know 
|how, so as to save millions of dol- 
lars to. the cities and towns and at 
jthe same time so as to produce add- 


ed millions of pounds of pork. 
The one essential is a clear and 
definite understanding on this gar- 


bayge question. 

Most people think of ga-bage as 
somthing “nasty,” ynclean and not 
fit tor the Best thought of mankind.
